SOLDIER PRISONERS FLEE. 



Two Men Leap From Moving Train on 
Main Line.

Roads of Remembrance. 
■•Attention has already been called 
l„ the movement to make our memo- 
rials to the heroes who died in the 
oreat war sensible. perpetual, and 
soundly sentimental by tree planting 
a,,,; the erection of community houses, 
instead of more monuments, arches and 
statues that mean nothing but vulgar 
display. 

••To this should be added another 
kind of memorial, which its promoters 
happily call roads of remembrance. 

It simply means to build good roads 
and beautify them all along the way. 

"This is in consonance with the prin- 
ciple that ought to direct all memorial 
imildiug. to wit: That the fittest memo- 
rial for the dead is one that best serves 
the living. 

•'The American Forestry Association 
of Washington is advocating memorial 
road building. 

"The inspiring idea is being enthu- 
siastically adopted in some regions and 
ought to be in all. 

"Tree planting and road building are 
the sanest, gladdest, most wholesome 
u arc lies of reconstruction. 

"Mr. Pack, of the Forestry Associa- 
tion, tells us that along the highway 
from Chicago to Saginaw walnut trees 
are to be planted and this will be 
called the Victory Highway. The peo- 
ple along the route have promised, he 
reports, to improve and beautify their 
property. This is a good illustration 
of the way in which tree planting 
lends to oilier civic improvements. The 
Stale of .Maryland is one of Hie lirst 
to get its highway program under 
way. The National Defense Highway 
between Blai'.oiisburg and Annapolis 
will be a memorial to the Maryland 
soldiers in the itreat war for civiliza- 
tion. The Oregon Federation of Wom- 
en 's Clubs are back of a plan for a 
Kouso\olt road. In New York a bill 
has been introduced to create a State 
ci lemis-ion to prepare plans for a 
Ifnosevelt Memorial Trunk Highway 
from Montnnk Point to Buffalo. The 
citv of Buffalo is now considering a 
Memorial Bridge to link Canada and 
the Cnited S'atcs. The State of Indi- 
ana phi as a Memorial Grove for every 
county. Tn Louisiana trees have been 
planted along the highway that leads

THOUSANDS CONTINUE TO JOIN 
BOY SCOUTS. 



Thousands of applications for Asso- 
ciate Memberships have been pouring 
into the office of the Boy Scouts of 
America, 200 Fifth avenue, New York, 
since Boy Scout Week came to a close 
on June 14. 

Checks ranging from $1.00 to others j 
running iato several figures continue 
lo pile up the results of the nation- 
wide drive, which has already enlisted 
the enrollment of 1,0000,000 men and 
women, who, through becoming "As- 
sociates" pledged themselves to give a 
stipulated amount every year to insure 
the further development and perma- 
nency of Scouting. 

The new financial auxiliary thus cre- 
ated brings the total membership of 
the Boy Scouts of America up to a 
million and a half, which includes ap- 
proximately 400,000 active Scouts and 
100,000 leaders. 

Notwithstanding the tremendous size 
of this organization, it is conducted 
with a professional force of but 300 
paid workers. The rest are volunteers,

CONSTITUTION OF THE NARBEKTH 
CIVIC ASSOCIATION. 



I. Name. The mime, of this organ- 
ization shall be the NARBERTH CIVIC 
ASSOCIATION. 

II. Object. The object of the Asso- 
ciation shall be to improve and beautify 
the Borough and vicinity, and assist

Vice-Presidents and Secretary 
shall, by virtue of their office, be mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors, and shall 
preside at its meetings. 

The Board of Directors shall choose 
from their number four persons who, 
with the President of the Association, 
shall constitute an Executive Commit- 
tee, of which the President shall be 
Chairman, which Committee shall have 
power to transact any business of the 
Board; provided, that any act done by 
'hem shall be subject to the approval of 
'he Board of Directors. 

Thcro shall be no regular meetings of 
'he Board of Directors, but meetings 
■diall be held from time to time as tho 
business and interests of tlio Association 
may require. A majority of the Board 
shall constitute a quorum. 

VI. Meetings. An annual meeting of

of March of each year on such date as 
may be fixed by the Board of Directors 
or by tho Executive Committee. 

There shall be no other stated meet- 
ings of the Association, but meetings 
shall be called by the President at any 
time upon the request of tho Board of 
Directors, or of the Executive Commit- 
tee, or upon the written request of any 
ten voting members who shall state in 
writing the purpose for which they de- 
sire such meeting to be called.
